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Inquiry into Health Insurance and Medical Services. 

Dr. R. J. Rowlette, representative of the Irish Medical 
Committee on the Committee of Inquiry, gave an outline of the 
most important matters dealt with in the report, especially as 
they affected the medical profession; he also stated that the 
Committee of Inquiry a resume its sittings in the early 
part of the coming year as soow as the financial expert had 
furnished his report: with regard to the financial position of 
the approved societies in the Free State. A warm vote of 
thanks was passed to Dr. Rowlette for his services on the 
Committee of Lnquiry, and it was resolved that a copy of the 
interim report be sent to secretaries of the Local Medical Com- 
mittees for the information of medical men in the different areas. 


Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 

At the last meeting of the Irish Medical Committee a reso- 
lution protesting against the inadequacy of the fees for the 
registration of Births, deaths, and marriages was passed and 
forwarded to the Ministry of Government and Public 
Health. As no steps had, however, been taken to increase these 
fees it was resolved that the advisability of registrars resigning 
their offices be submitted to a meeting of delegates if the 
Ministry decline to pay dispensary doctors who act as registrars 
the remuneration paid for similar work im Great Britain to 
non-medical registrars. 


Medical Treatment of Postmen. 

In regard to medical attendance on postmen, the Committee 
decided to send a communication to the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs protesting against the arrangement whereby a 
doctor who is medica] attendant to the Civic. Guards is paid 
a lesser capitation fee for attending the postmen in his area 
than if he acted in the latter capacity alone. 


County Medical Officers of Health in the Free State. 

The Executive Committee of the Irish Medical Committee 
was instructed to confer with the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health with regard to the remuneration and 
conditions of service of county medical officers of health. 


Medical Registration. 

Dr. Hennessy gave an account of the present position of 
medical registration in the Irish Free State. He stated that 
the Government seemed willing to allow the existing arrange- 
ments for medical registration to continue so long as they did 
not interfere with the establishment of a Medical Council and 
Register for the Free State. He added that he believed it was 
the intention of the Government to extend for six or nine 
months the Medical Act of 1925. The case of students who had 
already commenced medical studies was made the subject of a 
special representation to the Government. 


Salaries of County Mayo Medical Officers. 

The Committee decided to inform the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health that it was much disappointed 
at his failure to fix an adequate scale of salaries for the 
co. Mayo medical officers, and again requesting him to take 
into consideration the case of these doctors, who, while having 
the largest and most populous districts in Ireland, are paid the 
most inadequately in the service. 


Salaries of Medical Inspectors. 


With regard to the salaries of medical inspectors the following 
resolution was adopted : 


“That the Irish Medical Committee resents the degrada- 
tion of the Irish medical profession by the recent appointment 
of medical inspectors at salaries less p Be were paid fifty years 
ago and the reduction of the subsistence allowance to less 
than that fixed for the more highly paid officials.’ 

Copies of this resolution were ordered to be forwarded to the 
eo mma of Finance and Local Government and Public 
ealth. 

The Committee also dealt with the questions of medical 
certification for sickness benefits, lunacy fees, certificates for 
emigrants, and medical evidence before the Departmental 
Committee on Workmen’s Compensation.

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 


A MEETING of the London Panel Committee was held on December 
15th under the chairmanship of Dr. H. J. Carpare. Dr. G. F. 
Stebbing of Streatham Hill was appointed a member of the 
committee to represent non-insurance practitioners resident south 
of the Thames, in place of Mr. Frank Cook, F.R.C.8., resigned. 


Disciplinary Procedure. : 

A letter, addressed to all Panel Committees from the Medical 
@ractitioners’ Union, was read in which that body asked for 
support in its —-, to secure the amendment of the. existing 
procedure of the inistry of Health regarding disciplinary 
measures. The way in which, it was suggested, support might be 
given was, first, by each committee approaching local members 
of Parliament, and, secondly, by contributing to the Panel 
Practitioners’ Protection Fund. The subcommittee to which this 

uestion had been referred was of opinion that while the committee 
should welcome the action of the Medical Practitioners’ Union in 
endeavouring to protect the rights of the profession, the com- 
mittee was precluded from agreeing to the first proposal by 
reason of the fact that it was represented by the Insurance Acts 
Committee, and if the course suggested were taken such action 
would be interpreted as an act of disloyalty to that body. With 
regard to the question of support for the Panel Practitioners’. 
Protection Fund, the members of the committee already con- 
tributed to this fund through the voluntary defence fund of the 
committee. 

Resolutions in this sense were carried without division or 
discussion. 

The committee also had before it a letter from the Birmingham 
Panel Committee, with regard to the letter from the Medical 
Practitioners’ Union. The Birmingham committee submitted a 
resolution to the effect. that it desired to be represented throagh 
the Insurance Acts Committee and no other y, as it felt that 
dual representation was impossible. It trusted all other Panel 
Committees would come to a like decision. ete 

The London committee agreed to inform the Birmingham 
committee that while it appreciated the desirability of Panel 
Committees being represented by one body, it did not wish to 
hamper the activities of any other body seeking to safeguard the 
rights of the profession. 


Expenses of the Committee.—The estimate of the expenditure 
of the committee for 1926 was £3,400, as com with a 
probable expenditure for 1925 of £2,825, and for 1924 an actual 


expenditure of £2,822. The estimated expenditure for 1926 


represented 0.44d. per insured person. oe 

Term of Office of Committce.—It was reported that the Ministry 
of Health had approved the amendment of the articles of the 
scheme for the constitution of the Panel Committee so as to 
provide for the extension of the term of office of the committee 
to three years instead of two years as heretofore. 

Claims for Payment for Emergency Treatment.—At the sug- 
gestion of the Ministry of Health a conference is to be held between 
representatives of the Ministry and of the Panel and Insurance 
Committees to discuss the granting of discretionary powers to 
the Panel Committee in considermg claims for payment for 
emergency treatment submitted by practitioners after the period 
allowed under the provisions of the distribution scheme.
